"The  Fall  Fair  offers  a  means  by 
which  the  School  Board  can  put 
before  80,000  people  ths  wortc  whiea 
is  being  done  by  the  Victoria 
city  schools."  maintained  Alderman 
I.itchneld,  m  extending  the  Invita- 
tion to  the  board  and  asking  its 
upport  in  the  furtherance  of  the 
i>chool&'  exhibit.  The  City  Council 
felt  that  such  a  display  by  the 
schools  would  be  to  the  advantage 
of  the  ccnununlty,  and,  In  aiMng 
for  the  support  of  the  board,  they 
had  in  mind  the  difference  which 
annual  displays  of  the  kind  would 
necessitate  in  the  plans  for  any 
building  which  might  be  erecK'd  to 
accommodate  such  display.  Two 
years  ago  the  agricultural  associa- 
tion had  approached  the  school 
board,  and  had  even  gone  so  far  as 
to  make  some  changes  In  one  of  the 
buildings  in  order  to  accommodatt 
the  schools'  ssUbIt,  only  to  be  dls- 
appctetsd.  This  year  they  had 
available  space  in  a  building  which 
would  be  occupied  m  part  by  a  Do- 
minion Experimental  Farm  display 
If  the  school  board  did  not  want  a 
srho')lf  ■  display,  tliere  would  be  no 
I  dlfflriilly  whatever  in  disposing  of 
the  ;.pace,  for  which  there  were  al- 
ready several  applicants.  But  the 
city  was  anxious  for  the  sehodB' 
display,  feeling  it  would  be  an  asset 
to  the  fair  and  a  good  advertise- 
ment for  Victoria.  The  cost,  which 
had  betn  earefuUy  worked  out  <a 
statement  endorsed  by  Inspector 
OeorgeDeane).  would  be  about  $190. 
and  the  Agricultural  Fair  Associa* 
tion  would  meet  the  board  iiaU  way 
If  it  was  inclined  to  co-operate. 

Chairman  Oeorge  Jay  stated  that 
one  of  the  difBcultles  In  the  patt 
had  been  that  the  space  aUottsd  ths 
schools  at  ths  fair  had  net  been 
adequate  or  Sldtable.  Tnistee  Mores- 
by said  that,  while  he  was  entirely 
In  sympathy  with  the  Idea  person- 
ally, he  was  convinced  that  the 
sclioi  1  board  had  not  the  power  to 
spend  ttie  money  suggested.  In  sup- 
port of  this  he  quoted  Section  57  of 
ths  ^phDol  Act,  under  "Odlaary 
■spsasss."  Ths  only  otter  way  to 
raIss  such  monies,  consequently, 
would  be  under  "Extraordinary  Ex- 
peruse.s,  •  and  under  this  clause  also 
the  thin^  wa.s  illegal,  the  e."timaten 
for  the  current  year  having  not  al- 
i  lowed  for  such  exp?n1lture.

Cutworm  damage  will  be  greater 
than  usual,  it  Is  reported.  Very  Uttle 
drifting  has  resulted  in  the  past  two 
we^  though  high  winds  are  re- 
ported In  .several  dlstrlct.s.  Many 
blown  fields  have  been  reaeeded  to 
wheat,  bat  the  sMjatlty  to  oomm 

grains. 

About  50  per  cent  of  M  r  summer- 
fallow  Is  completed,  with  the  land 
in  good  shape  but  Inclined  to  be  dry. 
Pastures  and  livestock  are  fair  and 
Improving.  Plants,  so  far,  have  been 
very  free  from  disease,  though  a 
few  casss  of  root  rot  are  reported 
from  seattarod  points.

To  Make  Dessert* 

Fruit,  fresh  frolt,  aerved  in  the 
simplest  possibia  inanaar,  Is.  of 
course,  the  most  desirable  aa  it  is 

the  most  logical  dessert  when  these 
first  warm  day.s  make  their  appear- 
ance. Strawberries,  large,  delicate, 
perfect,  served  naturel  m  a  t<>mpt- 
ing  border  about  a  Uttle  cone  of 
■lewy  powdered  sugar,  make  a 
comet  beginning  for  any  luncheon 
or  dbmer.  Pineapple,  fresh,  aeaated 
pineapple,  lusciously  ripe;  in  un- 
pealed  segments  ranged  Uke  the 
strawberries  around  a  heap  of 
powdered  .sugar  is  quite  as  tempt- 
ing and  as  deliciou.s. 

Ambrosia  Mouenie  —  Take  two 
large  navel  oranges  and  slice  as 
thinly  as  poesibto,  arrange  the 
slices  on  serving  plates  and  sprinkle 
lightly  fkat  witb  pMrdsrad  aogar, 
then  with  shredded  eoooanut.  Ar- 
range a  layer  of  canned  crushed 
pineapple  on  the  orange,  and  on  It 
iu  .seccMid  layer  oi  orange,  sugar, 
cocoanut  and  iHueapple.  then  a 
third  layer  of  orange.  Cover  this 
thickly  with  cocoanut,  then  with 
strawberry  slices.  Place  a  perfect 
whole  berry  or  a  marschlno  cherry 
In  the  very  centre.  Border  the  dish 
wtth  ftrash  graaa  aiint  leaves  aad 
sei^  ^ary  cold. 

strawberry  fluff  is  not  only  a 
very  delicate  and  appealing  des.sert, 
but  an  economical  oiif'.  It  calls  for 
but  one  egg  while,  half  cuprul  of 
granulated  sugar  and  half  cupful 
of  cru.'-hed  strawberries  with 
whipped  OI  plain  cream,  as  one 
desires.  Beat  t  he  egg  white  slight- 
ly, adding  a  lew  drops  of  lemon 
jidce,  than  gradually  whip  la  the 
sugar  aad  emahed.  but  not  strained, 
berries  alternately. 

Whip  until  the  mixture  expands 
to  fill  a  quart  bowl  and  is  exceed- 
ingly light  and  fluffy.  Pile  Into 
tall.  slend(M-  gla.s,ses  or  Into  sherbet 
cups  and  chill  thoroughly.  Serve 
with  plain  creani  or  garnished  with 
a  spoonful  of  whipped  cream.  For 
a  BMra  pratentious  dessert,  fold  one 
cupful  ot  sturiy  whipped  cream  into 
the  strawberry  mixture  after  it  has 
been  beaten  suffldeatly,  then  pile 
in  parfalt  glasses,  chill,  garnish  wtth 
ripe  strawberries  and  serve. 

Fruit  fnnctes  may  be  made  from 
stale  cake  if  it  is  more  convenient, 
but  fresh  sponge  cake  Is  much  more 
desirable.  Cut  the  cake,  which 
should  be  about  three-quarters  of 
an  inch  thick,  into  rounAl  wtth  a 
cookta  autlar  and  tay  ca  aadi  a 
sUea  of  caanad  ptaaappla;  caor  tho 
ptasapple  plaoe  a  few  sliced  and 
sugared  strawlwrries.  then  top  all 
with  a  meringue  made  In  the  usual 
mannei  Sprinkle  with  cocoanut 
and  1  .  i  1  a  slow  oven 

Chill  and  serve  with  a  garnish  of 
rtpa  ban^  sunaiuidlag  each  faaey.

Health  and  Diet  Advice

FRAMEWORK  OF  THE  BODY 
The  main  difference  In  the  ap- 
pearance of  people  is  produced  by 
the.  shape  of  their  bodUy  Irame- 
woafe.  If  tlie  laaee  wore  mnoved 
frdm  a  pereon's  body,  the  flgeh 
would  fall  Into  a  shapelees  mass 
very  much  as  a  tent  falls  down  when 
the  poles  which  support  it  are  re- 
moved. 

During  Infancy  and  childhood  the 
bone.s  are  flexible  and  ea  Hv  t)en'. 
As  a  child  becomes  older,  ttie  carti- 
lage out  of  which  the  bones  are 
first  formed  becomes  filled  with  a 
lime  subetanee  and  thereby  beeeawe 
hard  and  brittle.  After  this  hard- 
ening has  occurred.  It  Is  exceedingly 
difficult  to  charige  the  shape  of  the 
bones  without  breaking  them.  For 
this  rea-'on  Yt  hies  and  ( hlldren 
often  .'sustain  falls  without  serious 
ininrv  whiotv  would  oompletely  dis- 
able an  adult.

pulling  the  two  ends  of  the  bone 
past  each  other,  ripping  through 
the  moeelee.  blood  veseeie  and  nerves 
which  surround  It,  end  Btaktag  aj 
very  serious  complicated  fMetbre' 
whlrh  is  difficult  to  heal. 

When  the  bone.-;  slip  out  of  their 
sockets  we  have  a  dislocation.  In 
perale,  these  Joint  sockets  are 
ahaOpir,  and  ttie  boaee  may  be 
dlsloented  wttheat  breaktog  the  Uga- 
mettte.  WUh  iMet  peoi^,  some  of 
the  ligaments  are  torn  at  the  time 
of  dislocation,  Inducing  a  verv  pain- 
ful Joint.  A  dislocated  Ixme  must 
be  put  back  Into  place  and  kept 
th«  ;r  until  the  ligaments  are  firmly 
re-cstahllshcd.  In  some  Joints,  such 
as  the  flhfer,  tt  is  possible  for  the 
averago  pereee  -to  stretch  the  Joint 
and  allow  H  to  eilp  baefc  hito  Its 
proper  place,  but  ueually  a  physi- 
cian should  set  the  more  Important  { 
joints.

(.r  iibre.<i  are  broken  or  torn  loose. 
Both  dislocated  and  qMrained  JolnU 
should  be  bathed  In  either  hot  or 
oold  water  or»  batter  atm.  tai  hot  and 
cold  water  allaraatety.  Ihla  keeps 
down  the  swellta^  aad  reiueee  the 
pain. 

A  dislocated  or  eprataied  Joint 
should  not  be. kept  entirely  at  reet. 
Lightly  exerdslnc  It,  even  thoi«h 
painful,  kegpe  Vft  a  good  eiroulatlon 
through  the  part,  and  thle  earrles 
away  the  eonteeted  blood  and  dead 
tissue,  hastentog  the  healing  pro- 
cess. 

Once  a  dislocation  has  taken 
place,  it  Is  very  ea.sy  for  that  Joint 
to  slip  out  of  lU  normal  position
